New Traction Road Law. 


State Highway Commissioner Cun- 


ning-ham has issued circular letters to 
the employes of the department ex- 
plaining the recent act concerning 
the registration of traction engines 
'and tractors, calling .their attention- 
' to the interpretation placed by the 
department upon various clauses of 
the act. 
The act divides traction engines or 


tractors into two classes: First, those 
used exclusively for agricultural pur- 
poses, road grading- and transporta- 
lon the machinery and appliances, 
which, -when at rest, they operate 
with their own power. Second class, 
those used for freighting -which in- 
cludes all hauling upon the public 
highways, except such as are speci- 
fied in the first class. 


It is necessary for engines of the 


second class to obtain a permit in 
addition to the regular license tag 
but the State Highway Department 
has interpreted "freighting and haul- 
ing" as used, in this act. to mean that 
a regularly established route is be- 
ing maintained by the operator of 
the engine, as for instance, a tea_ia- 
ster hauling logs from a logging 
camp to a saw mill, or stone iron* a 
quarry to a crusher, or freight from 
the railroad station to the distribut- 
ing point. This interpretation gives 
the State Highway Department pow- 
er to prevent the destruction of high- 
ways by the continued use of trac- 
tion engines which will tear it apart.

THE TREE RIPENED FRUIT HAS 


SUPERIOR FLAVOR. 


Prof. Surfuce Tell* His Opinion— 


The Results of Years of Experi- 


ence with Fruit Tree*. 


"While 
fruits arc abundant and 


cheap use plenty, but be sure you get 
the best, and thai they are ripened 
on the tree," said State Zoologist_H. 
A. Surface, Harrisburg, in discussing 
the subject of the consumption of 
fruits. He spoke from experience, 
being one of Pennsylvania's largest 
producers, when he said, "Peaches 
and plums are unusually abundant 
this year, and the prices are, conse- 
quently lower than usual. This is 
the year to put up an abundance of 
fruit"in every possible style. It should 
be canned, dried, preserved, made 
Into jelly, fruit juice, and other forms 
of fruit products. We have scarcely 
come to appreciate the value of un- 
fermented fruit juice as a beverage. 
Ripe peaches make a juice of this 
kind that is unsurpassed by any of 
the much advertised grape juices. 
The fruit pulp itself from the real 
ripe fruit can be canned and preserv- 
ed with but slight heating, thus re- 
taining all the natural aroma of the 
fruit, and used for delicate flavoring 
for deserts, ices, ice cream, etc. Un- 
fortunately, the very heavy crop of 
fruit on the trees was not thinned 
by all growers, and, consequently, 
pale and insipid fruits are too abund- 
ant on the market^ The difference 
between the price of good fruit and 
poor fruit is so slight, that no one 
can afford to use any fruit that is de- 
cayed, or lacks fair size and good 
color. Color stands for flavor, and 
flavor is the predominating feature 
of the fruits. The consumer should 
especially avoid fruits that are sold 
out of season. 
When home-grown 


peaches are put on the market by 
some person a week or two before 
the variety they represent should ap- 
pear, it can be taken for granted that 
they are prematurely ripened stuff 
from sick trees, and that they are 
bitter and unfit for food. If such 
fruit is put Into cans it will not be 
improved, but will come out bitter. 


"There is only one v.-ay to obtain 


the highest quality of fruit, and that 
Is to let it ripen, on healthy trees. 
Get into direct communication with 
the grower, or his representative. 
and make arrangements for the fruit 
to be picked just as it is becoming 
ripe, and delivered promptly to the 
consumer. That fruit which is grown 
in other states, and shipped hundreds 
of miles to reach its destination, 
must be picked green in order to pre- 
vent it being crushed when it reaches 
its destination. It may have colored 
slightly in transit, and may have be- 
come soft by the time it reaches the 
consumer, but it was not ripe and 
never would ripen. Green fruit is not 
sweet, and is flavorless and insipid 
In comparison vrith ripe fruit of the 
same kind. Consumers should recog- 
nize the importance of using the 
home-grown article, and they should 
also know that to get really delici- 
ous fruit from the cans it is neces- 
sary to put into them "tree-ripened" 
fruit. This means that it should be 
a little riper at the time it is canned 
than most persons have been using. 
There is no difficulty about remov- 
ing the skins from such ripe fruits, 
if one understands how. All that Is 
necessary is to scald them quickly, 
like tomatoes, and slip off the skins 
without loss of time or material. Af- 
ter we published directions for peel- 
Ing ripe peaches by this method last 
year, we received many letters of 
thanks and congratulations for dis- 
seminating such valuable and prac- 
tical information. 


"Put up a few cans of tree-ripened 


fruit, and see the difference between 
this and the green-picked, imported 
material. By the way, do not neg- 
lect the white peaches. They are far 
better In flavor than the yellow, and 
for home use should supplant them 
to a greater extent, because they are 
sweeter to the taste and richer in 
flavor."

Pamphlet Law* of 1915. 


Study of the new law regulating 


the distribution of public documents 
shows that some one slipped a joker 
into the act, a joker which makes the 
distribution of the biennial pamph- 
let laws about as general a matter as 
distribution of the reports of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 


Heretofore, the State has sold the 


pamphlet laws at $1 per volume, and 
the revenue has been something of 
an item, as the free list has been 
small. The new act raises the price 
to $1.50, but at the same time pro- 
vides for so maiii' free copies of the 
act that purchasers for what are left 
are not likely to be found. 


Thirty-three thousand copies of 


the pamphlet laws are to be printed 
and bound in sheepskin. The Senate 
and House libraries are to get twenty 
copies each. Each senator and offi- 
cer of the senate is to get sixty 
copies, and each Assemblyman and 
officer of the house fifty. The 
offi- 


cers of the senate number about fifty 
and of the house about 100. 


Then each senator may requisition 


one copy "for each attorney whose 
voting residence is within his sena- 
torial district." and the assemblyman 
"may requisition one copy for each 
justice o"f the peace or alderman 
whose voting residence is within 
their legislative district." 


Three hundred copies each are to 


go to the secretary of the senate and 
the chief clerks of the senate and 
house; 500 each to the secretary of 
the commonwealth, senate librarian, 
resident clerk of the house and state 
librarian: 100 to the governor; 50 
each to the attorney general's de- 
partment, legislative reference bu- 
reau and department of printing 
and binding, and from 5 to 10 copies 
each to other departments. 
One 


com- each is to go to law libraries, 
count}- officers, judges of courts of 
record, etc., as heretofore. 


Some astute member of the legjsla- 


ture was careful to have a provision 
inserted in the act that whenever 
the chief of the division of distribu- 
tion of documents sends a copy to a 
lawyer, justice, etc., it shall be care- 
fully stamped "compliments of —." 
the member at whose direction it is 
sent. The State pays the bill. 


It is hoped to have the pamphlet 


laws issued before the end of this 
month. They will be in two volumes 
as they were four years ago. The 
main volume will carry the general 
laws. The appropriation laws will be 
separate.

J, L Butt's Answer to Questions Pat to Judicial Candidates.

Sir :-- 


The receipt of your communication of recent date, contain- 


ing1 questions submitted to me as a Candidate for President Judge 
Fifty-first Judicial District, is acknowledged. 


The Questions submitted are so numerous and intricate 


that I shall not attempt to answer them in detail. 


A Judicial candidate should not in any way commit himself 


in advance upon any subject which might come before him after- 
ward for judicial determination. 


On the 16th day of January, 1915, Orvis, President Judge, 


in reCentre County Liquor License, found in District Reports 
Volume 24, page 616, relating to the granting of liquor licenses, 
filed an opinion in which, among other things, he says : 


"This Legislation requires the Courts to hear the testi- 


mony and pass upon the merits of each license application. It is 
therefore, unthinkable for one to pledge himself in advance, out 
of deference to some supposed moral sentiment, to refuse ail 
licenses when he must take an oath that requires him to imparti- 
ally hear each case and dispose of the same in accordance with 
the principles laid down by the appellate Courts, etc." 


In the case of Reiner's License, 59 Superior Court, page 


190, which involved an effort to disqualify two Associate Judges 
because of an alleged pledge made before election, not to grant 
liquor licenses, Judge Rice, following the decisions of the Supreme 
Court, says: 


"No Judge whose duty it is to hear and decide has a legal 


or moral right to disqualify himself to render a just decision by 
determining before hearing that he will grant all applications or 
refuse all applications. 
It would be a mere idle ceremony, dis- 


creditable to the Court that conducted it and tending to bring to 
the administration of the law into contempt." 


In referring to the pledges of candidates, that, in the event 


of an election to the office, they would refuse all the applications 
Judge Rice further says : 


'•This is a grave charge, it implies an accusation that 


each of these Judges had made a pledge, the keeping of which 
would disqualify him in this class of cases, to give such hearing 
and decision as the law and his oath of office require a Judge of 
the Quarter Sessions to give." 


A statement of opinion as to what a Candidate for Judge 


would do under certain circumstances, under the above decisions, 
would raise a question to disqualify him In the event of having 
afterwards to pass upon a similar question after election. A 
Judge must show respectful obedience to the laws and their in- 
terpretation by the Superior and Supreme Courts, and under the 
decisions of these Courts it would be improper for me as a Candi- 
date to say more than, if I am elected Judge of the 51st Judicial 
District, composed of the Counties of Adams and Fulton, that I 
will always give a fair, impartial and conscientious hearing, con- 
sideration and determination of all applications for licenses and 
remonstrances thereto as they arise, according to the law and 
under the decisions of the higher Courts interpreting these laws, 
as I will seek to do in all matters that should come before me if 
elected.

She will be re- 
leased immediately. Guards!''

Dangerous Nitrofllyeerin. 


Nitroglycerin is a fearfully danger- 


ous explosive and at a temperature of 
only 100 degreea-that is, very little 
more than the warmth of the human 
body—it begins to decompose. 


Tons of nitroglycerin are turned out 


every day, for it is the explosive from 
which guncotton Is made. But all the 
mixing vats are artificially cooled by 
coils of cold water pipes. 


The cleaner nitroglycerin is made 


the less the danger. Consequently it 
undergoes any number of washings be- 
fore it is fit'for use- In the earlier 
days of its manufacture nitroglycerin 
waste water was allowed to run away 
through open drains, or into streams. 
It was not realized that this waste con- 
stituted a source of danger until, one 
day, a flash of lightning, striding 
ground near a factory, which was soak- 
ed with this compound, caused a fear- 
ful explosion. A cavity twenty feet 
deep was blown in the earth, and the 
factory itself, although fully 200 yards 
away, was practically demolished.— 
London Answers. „

Act. .of July 22nd, 1913, P. L. 928, the 
State Livestock Sanitary Board ha;» 
adopted the following regulation* to 
protect and encourage the swine in- 
dustry of this State: 


1. Swine intended

other than immediate slaughter inyst 
not be transported into or within 
this State in or on railroad cars, en- 
closures on vessels, ferry bouts, au- 
tomobiles, wagons or other vessels 
or vehicles which have previously 
contained 
swine, 
until 
after such 


cars, vehicles, vessels or enclosures 
shall have been thoroughly cleaned 
and disinfected. 


2. All cars, wagons, pens, crates, 


yards, chutes and other vehicles or 
enclostires which have contained;. _or 
have been exposed to diseased ~'.vme 
must be immediately cleaned 
rjnd 


lisinfected under official supervision. 


3. All public stockyards and pens- 


used for handling swine are suspect- 
ed 
of 
being 
infected 
with 
b.og: 


cholera. 


Removal of 
swine therefroir, 
is- 


permitted for immediate slaughter. 


Swine which are to be used _for 


purposes 
other 
than 
immediate 


slaughter must not be removed from 
such suspected stockyards or _pens 
to points within this State until af- 
ter an official permit shall have been. 


Destroying Guns. 


It may be necessary to destroy guns 


to prevent them falling into the hands 
of the enemy, or to ^nalie captured 
guns useless. If a small amount of 
dynamite or other explosive is avail- 
able, of course this can be done very 


issued for such removal. 


4. Swine which are diseased wife 


hog cholera must not be_ moved ex- 
cept upon official permit.' 


5. Apparently healthy swine which, 


have been exposed to hog cholera by- 
contact with diseased swine: or by 
conveyance in infected cars, vessels 
or vehicles; or by confinement within, 
stockyards or pens known to be in- 
fected; or otherwise exposed, may be 
transported within the State only 
upon an official permit. 


'6. All cases of hog cholera should"
